Gainesville’'s Alternative Proposition.

““To the Honorable State Board of
Edueation and the Board of Control:
Gentlemen—Iu the event that the
University of Florida is loeated at
Gainesville, we, the undersigned, here-
by bind and obligate ourselves to deo-
pate and deed in fee simple to the
State Board of Edueation, for the use
of wsaid University, (1) five hundred
acres of land ad joining the said eity of
Gainesville, and, in addition thereto,
to donate and turn over to said board
$40,000 In essh; or (2) 820 acres of
land, and, together with and in addi-
tion thereto, the 15 meres in East
Gainesville, ineluding the publie
school buildings and grounds; either
the one or the other, as you may eleet,
and that the city of Ciainesville will
furnish water for the University with-
out eharge. And we further bind oar-
selves Lo Rive any guarantee you may
require that, in the event the flrst
proposition is secepted, to turn over to
said Board of Control, free of charge,

the use of the puoblie sehool Luilding
of the said eity of Gainesville, until
such time as necessary new boldings
have bheen completed.

Rev. Carpenter Speaks,

Rev. W. J. Carpenter, represeuting
the Board of Edaeation of the Florida
Conference, next addressed the mem-

bers of the joint boards 10 advocney of
the locating of the University at
Gainesville. He aspoke generally of
Gainesville’s elaim, dwelling partieu-
larly upon the surroundings and the
edocational atmosphere of the gom-
munity. Mr. Carpenter referred 90 the
good morsl influences of Gaineswille,
enumersating the mauy religious or-
ganizations. For the purpore of pre-
senting Gainesville’s claim as to een-
tral loeation and general popularity,
Mr. Carpenter dispiayed a map, show-
ing which eceouanties had indérsed
Gainesville, through county commis-
sioners and other organizatione, and
l also to show Gainesville's advantages as
to ecentral loeation. Mr, Carpenter
eaid that he had traveled in fifteen
counties of South Florida, and thag he
found 80 per cent preference for
Gainesviile wherever he went.! He
said that South Florida was coming to
the front in population and promi-
nence. He read figures to prove that
South Florida paid $2to $§1 compared
with West Florida, exeluding Buval
He pr

|and Escambia counties,

sppropriate enough to tide the propos-
ed work over for two years. K was
understood that the presens buildings
at Gainesville were not as desirable as
would be buildings located just outside
the eity. To aid in this finaneial mat-
ter Gainesville offered relief by pledg-
ing to buy the State buildings located
in the city for the sum of $30,000,

Mr. Jones said that Gainesville had
made a partial eanvass of the Ntate,
and the answer had come bark, "Give
vs Gainesville.” [Here he presented a
large packsge of endorsements.

In elosing Mr. Jones petitioned the
board to consider well for envirea-
ment, absence of faction aud polities,
and produce the best possible results.
He asked them to look above commer-
cialism and seek to obitain the improve-
ment of manbhood and of the elevating
of good citizenship

Mr. Jones exceeded his time, buat the
